ter largely taken out of their hands. 
He contrasted early day systems of 
rate making to what obtains 
now. 
elearly showing that the 
railroads 
liefore the days of government con­ 
trol of rates had been able to do 
Miuch in putting into effect rates 
that would allow new industries to 
reach out and expand their markets. 
He said both the press and 
the 
pulilic were gradually seeing some 
of the railroad prohlems in their true 
significance. 
He declared that the 
railroads must got an adequate re­ 
turn for their sepvice or else 
let 
Uncle Sam run them. 
Early Connection 
Mr. Woodworth referred 
to 
liis 
connection with the early scttlcnient 
of the territory. 
He was Agent at 
De Smet, D. T. from 1880 to 1884. 
He deserihod similar experiences in 
Oregon and Washington 
and con­ 
trasted railroad conditions and meth­ 
ods of that period with those of to­ 
day. 
It was the period of extensive 
railroad building in the West. 
The 
hope of large profits made it easy to 
get money for such purposes. There 
vfas no law providing that any re­ 
turn in excess of six percent would 
wholly or partiully revert to the Gov­ 
ernment and rates were not fixed by 
railroad commissions. 
The railroads 
had no difficulty in getting good 
men in all clussc.s of eniploynicnt 
because every man had a chance and 
hoped to be a superintendent, general 
manager or a president. 
When .Mr. 
Woodworth wont to work as office 
hoy in the general freight office of 
the Northwestern Railroad in Chi­ 
cago there were four other appli­ 
cants for the job which paid $15.00 
per month. 
They were the sons of 
busiiics.s men who sought the place 
for their hoys as they now seek to 
connect thém with banks, trust com­ 
panies and large business corpor­ 
ations. 
In the railroad business the 
office boy is extinct. 
They are now 
called Junior Clerks and 
get 
the 
minimum wage 
under 
the 
clerks 
schedule, $60.00 per month nor can 
they be promoted out of their turn 
under the seniority rules udojitcd in 
Mile period of Government control. 
Difference in 1‘olicy 
Mr. Woodwottli also showed the 
difference in the policy and meth­ 
od of making railroad rates in the 
two periods and suggested the ques­ 
tion as to whether it would be possi­ 
ble under present conditions to in­ 
duce people to tavest and lose their 
money in the Wilding of railroads 
as they did in past years and whe­ 
ther railroads newly built in an un­ 
developed country could under 
the 
present conditions be administered 
in a way tvhich would promote the 
growth pf the country and

them successful.

This is declared to be 
the fir.st time a large banking in­ 
stitution has endeavored to- turn 
over its affairs to employes. 
Giannini w as the first man in

to

He will retire from the presidency 
of the bank October 17 ijext, when 
he will become chairman of the ex- 
ecHtive board. 
His resignation, he 
said, was to relieve him from bank­ 
ing detail, to “give the 
younger

time to work out the profit-shar­ 
ing ownership plan. 
"I am convinced,” he explained, 
‘'th at the day has come when those 
who create and upbuild an enter­ 
prise .should own it.

A big soap company tack.s up a notice that it won’t hire 
any salesmen who haven’t been at least six years on their 
last job. 
If all employers did this, .sale.smanship w'ould 
become a “clo.sed profe.«sion”—no opportunity for a new man 
to start. 
Such reasoning recalls the city council of Lomloii. Eng­ 
land, which years ago pa.ssed an ordinance requiring all cab 
stands always to have at least one hack ready for hire. Re­ 
sult: 
A fare would rush up to the lone hackman, who 
couldn’t leave without breaking the law. 


Every large business organization needs a steady flow of 
“new blood,” New salesmen, especially among young inex­ 
perienced men eager to learn the game and w’illing to work 
hard to that end, inject new life into the organization—like 
a blood tran.sfusion. 
As the organization needs newcomers, so does the whole 
profession. 
Ancient alchemists searched centurie.s in their labora­ 
tories for a universal solvent — a fluid that would dissolve 
every kqown substance. Finally a young lad, a newcomer in 
chemistry,.watched the experiments and asked blandly: / “If 
you get it, what will you keep it in ?” That ended the search. 
So with organizations, professions and trades. 
Old- 
timefs, experienced, know the job so thoroughly that they 
get in a rut. The newcomer has perspective, a fresh view­ 
point, leading to new suggestions and short-cuts. 


Often a group of men becomes deadlocked trying to figure 
out how to do a certain thing. A passerby pauses, hears 
their talk and, with a fresh and unfatigued viewpoint, sug­ 
gests the solution. 
Experts are fine, in their place. But there is such a thing 
as knowing a subject so thoroughly that initiative is lost.’ 
Accordingly, the .soap company is making it mistake in 
hiring only salesmen six years or more on their former jobs. 
Tbe company can draw on outside organizations for its new 
olood. But that blood will be middle-aged instead of youth- 
lu!. And, too. every organization has certain duties to its 
profession or field. 
An important one of the.se dutie.s is training youngsters 
to ^eize the torch of progress as it falls from weakened hand.s 
of the old-timers.
